
Superfast broadband 
is coming to Bridport 


BRIDPORT will be among the first 
communities to benefit from a 
multi-million pound rollout of su¬ 
perfast broadband in Dorset, with 
7,900 homes set to be connected. 

Superfast Dorset, a partnership be¬ 
tween the Government, BT and local 
councils, announced that homes and 
businesses in Bridport, Charmouth and 
Chideock would benefit during the first 
phase of the project, with customers 
able to connect to the high-speed serv¬ 
ice by the end of June. 

Superfast broadband will deliver 
speeds of at least 24Mbps and consid¬ 
erably higher in some places. 

Councillor Spencer Flower, Leader of 
Dorset County Council, said: “This ini¬ 
tial phase of work will make a huge dif¬ 
ference to a lot of people, especially 
residents and businesses in Bridport 
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who will have access to the fibre net¬ 
work for the first time. 

“Research shows Dorset people want 
to be able to watch TV and films online, 
work from home more easily, buy and 
sell online and find out about local serv¬ 
ices. 

“Faster, more reliable broadband con¬ 
nections will enable them to do all this 
more easily.” 

Other parts of Dorset will be con¬ 
nected to the fibre-optic service in a se¬ 
ries of phased introductions, and 
Superfast Dorset aims to have 95 per 
cent of the county connected by the end 
of 2016. 

The £31.75m partnership also plans to 
ensure a minimum speed of 2Mbps for 
all premises within the programme area 


where fibre broadband is not viable. 

Dorset County Councillor Ros Kayes 
said: “I am really delighted that after 
much lobbying from a variety of direc¬ 
tions over a number of years, Bridport 
is first to be connected in the roll-out. 

“This will make a huge difference to 
businesses in the area as well as to or¬ 
dinary families - every £1 spent brings 
£8 worth of extra business to rural 
Dorset. 

“Modernising of our network is so 
vital and it is great that we will finally 
be able to make the most of higher 
speeds. 

“I do take on the concerns of commu¬ 
nities like Marshwood however, which 
has been lobbying for as long to no 
avail. 

“If rural communities are to be sus¬ 
tainable they must enable the people 
who live in them to work - and a fast 


broadband connection is the key to 
that.” 

Bill Murphy, managing director of 
Next Generation Access for BT Group, 
said: “Today’s announcement is a major 
step forward in a multi-million pound 
partnership, which will help transform 
broadband communications in Dorset. 

“This exciting technology will pro¬ 
vide a major boost for local businesses 
and households whether they are seek¬ 
ing to attract new customers and be¬ 
come more competitive or simply using 
the internet for educational and leisure 
purposes. Whatever you do online you 
can do it better with fibre broadband.” 

Bridport superfast business master 
classes and digital inclusion training 
sessions are also being planned, and the 
Superfast Dorset team will be visiting 
other phase one areas to hold launch 
events at a later date. 


Vodafone signal back online 

VODAFONE customers in Bridport were celebrat¬ 
ing last week after their service was restored fol¬ 
lowing more than 10 days of being cut off. 

Vodafone confirmed that the basic 2G service 
for phone calls and text messages was back up 
and running, but that problems had persisted 
with the advanced 3G service used for access to 
the web. 

Bridport town councillor Julian May, who runs 
an online marketing and web development com¬ 
pany, said: "It is better than nothing but it is still a 
bit annoying that the full 3G coverage is not avail¬ 
able. 

"It has affected a lot of people who rely on their 
mobile phones - the bottom line is that busi¬ 
nesses have lost money over this. 

"We have heard a lot of rumours but no one 
knows for sure what the precise problems have 
been." 

The service provider said last week that the 
problems were due to a failure of the BT cabling 
that links the local site into the rest of the net¬ 
work, and that maintenance work on the 3G serv¬ 
ice could continue into March. 

Karen Hussey, secretary of Bridport Business, the 
town's Chamber of Trade, said: "As a Vodafone 
user it was incredibly frustrating because there 
was no information given about how long it 
would go on for. It was quite appalling. 

"It has been very difficult just trying to commu¬ 
nicate with anyone. In offices it would have been 
very inconvenient and for people out and about 
or on site, it must have been even worse."

- it is great for the kids. 

• WHAT do you do for a living? 

I have always worked with children in various dif¬ 
ferent settings. I was a nanny for a local family be¬ 
fore working in a nursery, then I worked at a 
school and also as a childminder. But now I am 
currently being kept busy with my own three chil¬ 
dren and helping to run the family business. 

• WHEN was the toddler group set up? 

Gundry LaneToddler Group has been running for 
over 30 years by various different volunteers but 
when the group closed in 2012 due to lack of vol¬ 
unteers we really missed it and felt that there was 
not really any other parent/child activities in the 
area on a Thursday. So in January 2013 some 
friends and I decided to get it up and running 
again. 

• HAS it been a success so far? What benefits 
does it bring for children and parents? 

The group has been very successful and we have 
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been really busy. It is a friendly and relaxed envi¬ 
ronment in which children can have fun and play 
with others. It gives parents, grandparents and 
carers a chance to meet and chat with other 
adults. The hall is a good size so is great for the 
children to be able to use up some of their en¬ 
ergy, especially when the weather is not good 
enough for outdoor activities. 

• DO parents provide all of the equipment? 
How important are donations like the one you 
received from Round Table? 

The equipment we have is bought using funds 
raised from our entry fee and fundraising events. 
A lot of the toys/equipment have been built up 
over the years, and as some of it is quite dated 
and well used, we are trying to replace things as 
and when our funds allow us to. 

The funding we received from the Round Table 
for the new mats was brilliant because we would 
never have been able to afford to buy them oth¬ 
erwise and they were desperately needed to 
make the play areas safer and more comfortable 
for the children. 


# WHAT is the biggest thing you have learned 
from being a mother? 

The biggest thing I have learned from being a 
mum is to take time during the chaos of day to 
day life to enjoy those special moments with the 
children because they grow up so quickly, but 
those special times together will be the happy 
memories that they remember.

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Call to make Chancery House 
'community hub'for social care 


A DISTRICT councillor has called for Dorset County 
Council to invest in Chancery House Day Centre in¬ 
stead of building a new, multi-purpose community 
hub in Bridport. 

Speaking at a recent public meeting held at Brid¬ 
port Town Hall, West Dorset District Councillor for 
Bridport North, Keith Day, said Chancery House was 
an "efficient" charity that was already "well posi¬ 
tioned" to become a community hub. 

Dorset County Council has launched a public con¬ 
sultation into adult social care services and is hoping 
to hear from members of the public about plans for 
a £4.7m investment. 

Current options include building a new, multi-pur- 
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pose community hub for day services in Bridport, as 
well as possibilities for replacement buildings at Sid¬ 
ney Gale Care Home. Both centres could be closed 
to make way for new facilities. 

But Councillor Day, who is a trustee at Chancery 
House, has suggested that time and money would 
be better spent investing in the town's current serv¬ 
ices. 

He said: "Chancery House is a purpose-built day 
centre that already provides a range of services for 
the increasing number of elderly people that we 


Electric Palace under threat? 


THE Electric Palace, one of Brid¬ 
port’s premier live venues, could be 
under threat of closure if it is not 
granted an extension to its licence. 

West Dorset District Council 
identified an anomaly in the 
venue’s premises licence that shows 
the Palace is not currently licensed 
to provide entertainment and supply 
alcohol in the foyer. 

The Palace has submitted an ap¬ 
plication for an extension of the li¬ 
cence, which councillors will 
consider later this month. 

If the application is rejected, man¬ 
agement staff at the Palace say they 
could be forced to close the venue, 
and they are now calling on mem¬ 
bers of the public to lobby the coun¬ 
cil for an extension to the licence. 

Venue owner Peter Hitchin said: 
“We have applied to extend our li¬ 
cence to include the foyer and 
councillors will consider our appli¬ 
cation at the end of this month. 

“However, we believe there may 


be objections raised to the exten¬ 
sion of the licence, so it may be de¬ 
nied. 

“This could mean the Palace 
would have to close, as income 
from the bar is often the only profit 
we make at many events. 

“If you have ever enjoyed an 
event at the Electric Palace, 
whether a film, comedy night or 
live music event, we would like to 
call on your support. Your letters of 
support could swing it.” 

The 500 capacity centre was re¬ 
opened as a multi-purpose live en¬ 
tertainment venue in 2008, and has 
won plaudits for its art-deco interior 
and intimate atmosphere. 

The Palace has welcomed estab¬ 
lished artists including PJ Harvey 
and The Proclaimers in recent 
years, as well as high-profile come¬ 
dians such as Lee Mack and Lenny 
Henry. The venue’s patrons include 
Sir John Colfox, Andrew Carnegie- 
Dickson and Mike Leigh. 


Programme manager Helene 
Frisby said: “Sales from the bar are 
our main source of revenue - we 
are going to struggle without it. It is 
quite a deal-breaker for us. 

“The Palace has always been a big 
part of Bridport’s cultural life and 
everybody in the town has been 
very supportive so far.” 

She said there had been concerns 
in the past over the issue of noise 
pollution but confirmed that the 
Palace has done all it can to follow 
the regulations. 

She added: “The noise that people 
make out in the smoking area can 
be a nuisance and the more events 
we put on, the more footfall we 
have outside the venue. But we do 
our utmost to stop that and we al¬ 
ways abide by the rules according 
to the book. 

“We want to embed the Palace 
more into the community - we 
would like it to become a cultural 
outlet for people in Bridport.” 


Mountjoy'working in the right direction' 


MOUNTJOY School in Beaminster is making progress 
having been judged by Ofsted in an inspection last 
October as in need of improvement in its leadership 
and management, writes STUART BROOM. 

The special needs school that relocated from Brid¬ 
port to a new purpose built home alongside 
Beaminster School in November 2012 had been 
rated outstanding in their previous inspection but 
were deemed as requiring improvement. 

Since the inspection the governing body and Local 
Authority have put in place an acting headteacher 
for three days a week. The roles and responsibilities 
of governors have been reviewed and a new chair 
and vice chair of governors appointed. A teaching 
assistant and two midday supervisors have joined 
the school staff since September 2013. 

Ofsted Inspector Mark Lindfield visited the school 
just before Christmas to monitor progress. He has re¬ 
ported that: "Senior leaders and governors are tak¬ 
ing effective action to tackle the areas requiring 
improvement identified at the recent inspection." 

The letter following the monitoring visit, ad¬ 
dressed to the acting head Lesley Cook, added that 
further action was still required to increase the level 
of challenge and support from the governing body, 


as well as ensuring that teachers regularly plan les¬ 
sons that are precisely matched to the different 
needs of all pupils, especially more able pupil. 

New Chairman of Governors, Tracy Scammell, said: 
"The area identified for improvement by Ofsted was 
management and leadership, not the teaching. All 
the current members of staff have been working 
very, very hard alongside the new headteacher to 
get the new plans in place. 

"I was involved in the meetings when Mr Lindfield 
visited. He was able to say that the school was work¬ 
ing in the right direction, and was well on track to 
getting back to its previous level."

Council recovers Icelandic funds 


DORSET County Council has sold 
its claims against the insolvent estate 
of Landsbanki (LBI). 

The claims were sold through a 
competitive auction process. The 
price that the claims were sold at 
was based on a reserve price set by 
Dorset County Council. 

This price was based on legal ad¬ 
vice received from Bevan Brittan, fi¬ 
nancial advice procured by the 
Local Government Association 
(LGA) and the county council’s own 
analysis of the financial position. 

The proceeds of the sale were paid 


in cash in pounds sterling and those 
funds have already been received by 
the county council. 

Councillor Robert Gould, Cabinet 
member for corporate resources, 
said: “The sale means that we have 
recovered 94.5 per cent of the 
amounts that were originally de¬ 
posited with LBI in 2008. 

“We are obviously delighted that 
we have recovered a very large por¬ 
tion of our LBI deposits. The sale of 
our claims represents a clean break. 
Dorset County Council is therefore 
now no longer a creditor of LBI.” 


The administration of the insolvent 
estate may continue for a number of 
years. 

By selling the claim the county 
council has removed this uncertainty 
and this has allowed the local au¬ 
thority to put the money received 
from the sale to use supporting vital 
public services. 

Dorset County Council is also con¬ 
tinuing to receive payments from the 
administrators of Heritable bank. 

So far the county council has re¬ 
covered 95 per cent of the total sum 
invested in Icelandic banks. 


Support for rural crime network 


DORSET Police and 
Crime Commissioner, 
Martyn Underhill, has 
welcomed the establish¬ 
ment of a new scheme, 
which aims to help tackle 
rural crime. 

The National Rural 
Crime Network will pro¬ 
vide an online resource en¬ 
abling police and 
community safety practi¬ 
tioners to interact more 
easily. 

Under the new scheme it 
will be more straightfor¬ 
ward for police to share in¬ 
formation and link up with 
other mechanisms for re¬ 
porting crime and suspi¬ 
cious behaviour. 

Dorset PCC Martyn Un¬ 


derhill said: “As the Com¬ 
missioner for a largely 
rural police force in Eng¬ 
land, I am particularly 
keen to support this initia¬ 
tive. 

“Crime in rural areas ac¬ 
counts for a large propor¬ 
tion of Dorset Police’s 
demand. 

“There are significant 
pressures on rural police 
forces and by coming to¬ 
gether, we will be able to 
speak in a strong and 
united voice. 

“I am particularly 
pleased that the network 
also includes other organi¬ 
sations dedicated to rural 
communities. In this way, 
we should all be able to 


learn from one another and 
work collaboratively on 
new ideas and solutions 
that will benefit our local 
people.” 

The idea originated with 
the Rural Services Net¬ 
work, a not-for-profit or¬ 
ganisation that represents a 
diverse range of rural serv¬ 
ice providers in the public, 
private and voluntary sec¬ 
tors. 

Nick Payne, from the 
Rural Services Network, 
said: “There is a common 
perception that rural crime 
is less significant than that 
occurring in cities and 
towns. The impact of rural 
crime is just as serious as 
it is elsewhere and it is be¬ 


coming an increasing 
problem as austerity bites 
and as police resources are 
stretched thinner. 

“There is good collabo¬ 
rative work already occur¬ 
ring in some localities but 
it is widely acknowledged 
that sharing of best prac¬ 
tice is patchy and urgently 
needs to be improved. 

“The network will en¬ 
sure that it is effectively 
coordinated and sustained. 

“It will also be develop¬ 
ing strong links to aca¬ 
demic research resources 
as well as promoting suc¬ 
cessful techniques to en¬ 
courage rural communities 
to become more resilient 
in these difficult times.”

Squash open day at Bridport Leisure Centre 


BRIDPORT Leisure Centre is hosting 
a squash open day on Thursday, Febru¬ 
ary 13th. 

The idea belongs to Jason Martin, the 
centre’s new head squash coach to pro¬ 
vide a platform for local children and 
adults to give the sport a go. 

The target market really is anyone 
who just likes the idea of playing 
squash but doesn’t know where to start. 

Whilst there will be established and 
regular squash players who will be tak¬ 
ing an interest it is hoped to attract the 
occasional social player in or those 
who have never picked up a racket at 
all. 

There are activities planned for all 
ages of juniors and adults through the 
afternoon and evening. 

Jason has moved to Dorset from Ox¬ 
fordshire with a wealth of squash expe¬ 
rience behind him. He played squash 
from a young age, played profession¬ 
ally as a teenager and at 17 began 
coaching. 

The squash coaching hasn’t always 
been at the centre of his life though. He 
worked as a broker and then got into 
health club management and tennis 
coaching. 

Squash has always been his passion 
though and he has used these other pur¬ 
suits to help develop and add breadth 
to his squash experience. 

He has taught squash full time in 
London and had spells in America and 
Australia. 


He’s been head coach for Oxford¬ 
shire, developed successful coaching 
programmes and summer camps. 

Whilst there have been some negative 
aspects for the sport - continued failure 
to get the sport into the Olympics, and 
numerous squash clubs and courts clos¬ 
ing down - there are some key positive 
notes to add. He believes a streamlining 
of facilities isn’t necessarily a problem. 

“I grew up at a club with 16 courts, 
and they were always packed out” he 
commented. 

“Bigger squash clubs are just too dif¬ 
ficult to sustain financially though, a 
squash court takes up valuable floor 
space”. 

There are in fact still over half a mil¬ 
lion people playing squash regularly in 
this country and there is a squash club 
or leisure centre within easy reach of 
everyone in the country. 

The key is very clear, he says: “You 
just have to use the facilities you have 
and make sure you organise meaning¬ 
ful activities. The starting point is to 
have a centre manager who at least un¬ 
derstands the sport, and either a really 
good group of volunteers and a versa¬ 
tile motivated coach. 

“Bridport is very well placed with 
Nick Neale as general manager. He 
plays the sport and plays in one of the 
teams; there is a good club committee 
with volunteers and plenty of squash 
activity already in place. 

“In some respects a lot of the hard 


work has already been done, there are 
four teams playing in the local Dorset 
leagues, strong internal leagues, and 
regular competitions and a little bit of 
coaching all in place.” 

What Jason hopes to add is a better 
structure for coaching, more players 
learning and developing their skills and 
with more regular coaching for juniors 
and adults and crucially activity aimed 
at those with little or no experience. 

The initial courses are part funded by 
England Squash and Racketball, the 
sport’s governing body and one of the 
key activities is Squashercise (or Car- 
dio Squash as Jason likes to call it). It’s 
really a fitness class on a squash court 
with music playing. 

“Squash has always been fantastic 
exercise, but Squashercise enables 
those who don’t know how to start 
playing, a class they can just book into 
like a weekly gym class,” Jason added. 

At the other end of the scale, Jason 
has plenty of team training planned for 
the centre’s best players. 

He hopes to replicate some of the 
success he has had as a player and with 
his spells managing a National Squash 
League team and training the world 
number three.

THE creator of the award winning TV smash 
hit Broadchurch thanked the community for 
their support when he received the latest of a 
line of accolades last week. 

Chris Chibnall was presented with the 
Bridport & District Tourism Association 
award for ‘The Most Significant Contribu¬ 
tion to Local Tourism’. 

Just 24 hours earlier he had attended this

Bridport tourism making great strides 


BRIDPORT & District Tourism Association 
(BDTA) have made great strides in the past 
year and are looking at improving the benefits 
to local businesses in the year to come. 

Chairman Scott Condliffe told members at 
their monthly meeting held at Haddon House 
that last year they focussed on three areas: net¬ 
working, marketing and lobbying - all of which 
had proved successful. 

Networking was the most important aspect 
and the need to encourage and facilitate mem¬ 
bers to meet each other, share experiences and 
support each other. 

He said: “This is one of the most tangible 
achievements of our association where mem¬ 
bers are able to meet and form friendships and 
establish important agreements to pass surplus 
bookings between themselves, or where others 
have had unpleasant experiences with local of¬ 
ficials, are able to pass this information on to 
the association which we disseminate through 
newsletters and social evenings.” 

He added that marketing was the second 
major point of their focus and making refer¬ 
ence to the cliffs which had features so promi¬ 
nently in the Broadchurch crime drama he said 
that the association market the area as ‘Dorset’s 
Golden Coast’ on their website and in publica¬ 
tions. 

“The committee is currently discussing new 
ways of marketing the area including featuring 
holidays as prizes, which will be an interesting 
thing to achieve this year,” he continued. 

Mr Condliffe went on to state that a signifi¬ 
cant amount of time had been spent this year 
over the third objective which is lobbying. 

“With such a small budget, much of what we 
achieve is through others, particularly the dis¬ 
trict and county councils, and there have been 
several issues affecting local tourism probably 
the biggest of which has been the coast road,” 
he said. 

“For almost a year I have been on the Coastal

Road Action Committee, and Eonne Sinclair is 
the chairman and he has achieved some amaz¬ 
ing things in the last few weeks. 

“We have had lots of meeting in county hall 
with the Environment Director to achieve the 
replacement of the white lines on the coast 
road; anyone who has driven along the coast 
road in fog will know how important that is. 

“Another major achievement is to gain agree¬ 
ment with the county council to reinstate sig¬ 
nage along the coast road. 

“In 2008 there was a decision to review and 
remove signage at the Bridport and Weymouth 
end of the road which pointed people to drive 
along the coast road which has resulted in a 
significant effect on businesses along the route. 

“The idea is to push it one stage further to im¬ 
prove what was there before by branding the 
route ‘The Jurassic Coast Road’, which we can 
add to include as a feature in our advertising. 

“Personally I think the view from the top of 
Abbotsbury Hill on a clear day is world class 
and a shame that many tourists are coming to 
the area and not seeing it.” 

He also reported on lobbying against the new 
waste transfer site at Broomhills which was re¬ 
cently given planning permission. 

The BDTA are against this project and have 
grave concerns about the implications for traf¬ 
fic jams during the tourist season. 

Mr Condliffe said: “The A35 is already at ca¬ 
pacity between the western approach to The 
Crown and the eastern approach into the town 
and the proposal to put traffic lights on this 
road is going to produce gridlock at certain 
times.” 

He also outlined the BDTA’s involvement as 
an active member of Local Area Partnership 
steering committee and that they now attend 


the town council’s Market Business liaison 
sub-committee which enables the association 
to be involved, consulted and be influential in 
town and district discussions 

“Our plan is to use these meetings as a means 
of reducing marketing and other duplication 
that exists between our association, the Cham¬ 
ber of Trade, the Spirit of Bridport, etc, and to 
work together where this makes sense,” he 
said. 

Looking forward to the coming year he 


hoped all members realises the importance of 
social media - Twitter and Facebook particu¬ 
larly - and as such the association has taken 
steps to arrange training in Twitter on Tuesday, 
March 18th at Highlands End. 

Mr Condliffe also reminded members to con¬ 
tinue notifying the BDTA of roadworks and 
closure which have had enormous impact, and 
how they had several successes in the past in 
converting a road closure into a restriction 
which makes an enormous difference. 


He sympathised with the businesses in 
Beaminster saying: “It is very frustrating for 
our colleagues in Beaminster to see another 
closure for two weeks for resurfacing after 
being closed for nearly two years not so long 
ago.” 

He said the BDTA were also committed to 
ensure Superfast broadband was installed as 
soon as possible and suggested if not it may af¬ 
fect tourism of people from major cities who 
already have it.”

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Drivers stage second 
day of strike action 


BUS drivers in Bridport have 
gone on strike for the second 
time in a matter of weeks after 
talks between the Unite union 
and First Dorset broke down 
again. 

Sixty drivers in Bridport and 
Weymouth staged a 24-hour 
walk out on Monday, having re¬ 
jected the company's latest 
offer. 

First Dorset made a revised 
offer following a day of strike 
action by drivers in January, but 
Unite members rejected the lat¬ 
est deal because there were 
"too many strings attached". 

Unite Regional Officer Bob 
Lanning said: "Our members 
overwhelmingly rejected the 
offer because there were too 


many strings attached to the 
proposed deal that would have 
seen the terms and conditions 
of the drivers seriously eroded. 

"The crux of this dispute is 
that our members are lagging 
behind the pay of their counter¬ 
parts working for other regional 
bus operators, at a time when 
household bills are going 
through the roof." 

First Dorset drivers are cur¬ 
rently paid £8.30 an hour, which 
Unite says is substantially less 
than their colleagues elsewhere 
in the region. 

A strike day planned for 
Wednesday January 29th was 
called off as discussions seemed 
to be moving forward, but the 
latest day of action looks to 
have slowed nego¬ 
tiations once more. 

Mr Lanning 
added: "We regret 
any inconvenience 
caused to the trav¬ 
elling public, but 
our members feel 
that they have 
been pushed to 
the wall by this 
cheese-paring 
management." 


The day of action had the po¬ 
tential to disturb services across 
the county, but First Dorset in¬ 
sisted that extensive contin¬ 
gency plans ensured an"almost 
full" service. 

Staff from the Hampshire and 
Berkshire area were drafted in 
as cover and timetables ran as 
normal for services 1,2, three, 4, 
six, 8,10,47 and 387, which in¬ 
cluded the Bridport area. All 
school and college buses also 
operated as normal. 

Marc Reddy, managing direc¬ 
tor for First Dorset, Hampshire 
and Berkshire, said: "While it is 
disappointing and frustrating 
that again, some of our drivers 
have chosen to go on strike, we 
have worked behind the scenes 
and I am pleased we were able 
to operate practically a full serv¬ 
ice on Monday. 

"To meet the travelling needs 
of our customers we continue 
to do everything we can to run 
services as normal and min¬ 
imise any impact. 

"We will also keep customers 
informed through the website, 
Twitter and Facebook about any 
further changes to their services 
which may occur."

Council Tax: Police 
precept set to rise 


THE share of council tax that goes to the police is set 
to increase, despite objections raised by members of the 
Dorset Police and Crime Panel. 

Police and Crime Commissioner Martyn Underhill 
has decided to increase the police precept for 2014/15 
by 1.96 per cent and will go ahead with the proposals 
even though more than half of the panel’s members 
voted against it. 

The proposed increase equates to £187.11 for a Band 
D property - a rise of £3.60 on the current year - and 
from April, households across Dorset will pay an extra 
seven pence per week. 

The panel, which met at County Hall in Dorchester 
last week, had the authority to veto the proposal if two 
thirds of its members voted against, but only 9 out of 
16 objected. 

Mr Underhill said: “I would like to thank the Dorset 
Police and Crime Panel for supporting my precept pro¬ 
posals and everyone who has taken part in our precept 
consultation. 

“The budget I will now be setting will secure the re¬ 
cruitment of 16 new police officers, 300 body-worn 
cameras for officers across Dorset, a cyber crime aware¬ 
ness campaign and seven rural community vehicles.” 

He added: “My decision to recommend raising the 
precept has not been made lightly. The 1.96 per cent op¬ 
tion represents the best balance between sustaining the 
force and seeking to limit the impact on council tax pay¬ 
ers, in the context of reduced central funding.” 

The decision has been criticised by West Dorset Dis¬ 
trict Councillor Chris Loder, who has called for the pre¬ 
cept to be means-tested. 

Councillor Loder said: “Rural Dorset has just been 
told that virtually all of its police station desks are to be 
closed. I cannot understand how an elected Commis¬ 
sioner can make rural people - almost 50 per cent of the 
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Dorset population - contribute more to the police force 
but continue to run down services in rural areas. 

“It is grossly unfair and not acceptable. I call on the 
Commissioner to means-test the precept so that rural 
people actually pay for the service they receive.” 

Councillor John Adams, chairman of the Police and 
Crime Panel, clarified the panel’s position: “The panel’s 
role is to scrutinise the Commissioner’s plans and de¬ 
termine whether his funding sources are the most ap¬ 
propriate. 

“The panel’s view is that there were other more suit¬ 
able funding options that could have been utilised by 
the Commissioner, including using the previous year’s 
underspend, drawing on reserves or taking advantage 
of affordable, competitive borrowing. 

“Under the legislation, 12 votes were needed in order 
to veto the Commissioner’s plans and so the proposals 
stood.”

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Warnings still in place as stormy weather persists 


WARNINGS have been put in place for 
potential further disruption to transport 
services and power supplies, with 
stormy weather set to continue through¬ 
out the week ahead. 

Dorset has felt the full impact of the 
weather over the last week, with heavy 
rain and strong gales laying siege to the 
coastline and causing disruption to serv¬ 
ices further inland. 

And there are no signs of a let up in 
conditions, with the Met Office enforc¬ 
ing an amber warning of wind and a 
yellow warning of rain for today 
(Wednesday) and tomorrow. 

A Met Office spokesman said that the 
South West could “bear the brunt” over 
the next few days with gusts of 60-70 
mph predicted. 

Further rainfall could also make the 
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situation worse for flood victims. The 
forecaster said: “Another Atlantic de¬ 
pression is expected to bring a spell of 
heavy rainfall and very strong winds to 
parts of the UK later on Wednesday, 
perhaps lasting into Thursday. 

“Southern and western parts of Eng¬ 
land and Wales look most likely to see 
further heavy rainfall. 

“Falling soon after earlier widespread 
rainfall, the cumulative effects of these 
weather systems are likely to exacer¬ 
bate the current flooding situation.” 

West Bay ,pictured below right, expe¬ 
rienced some of the worst of the 
county’s weather last week, with severe 
flood warnings - indicating a danger to 
life - issued on Wednesday morning 


(February 4th). Police were forced to close 
the Esplanade after huge waves battered the 
coast, demolishing a wall and overturning 
paving slabs near Westpoint Apartments. 

Two fire crews from Bridport and one from 
Dorchester were called to Askerswell later 
on Wednesday morning where an overturned 
lorry, blown over by strong winds, was 
blocking the A3 5. 

The incident caused delays on the road and 
First Dorset buses were unable to run the 31 


and X53 services between Dorchester and 
Bridport. 

The B3157 West Bay Road also had to be 
closed due to a fallen tree near the Haddon 
House hotel. 

Dorset County Council’s multi-agency 
weather taskforce were urging the public 
to follow warning signs and listen to offi¬ 
cials when near the coast, after reports of 
people endangering themselves by getting 
too close. 


Amber weather warnings remained in 
place until Saturday but the worst of the 
weather was felt further along the coast at 
Weymouth and Portland. 

The Environment Agency has issued a low 
risk warning for groundwater flooding in 
Dorset, with an additional warning of further 
degradation of rural sea defences in the 
county.

DWT Director of Oper¬ 
ations, Brian Bleese, 
said: “Buying this land 
from the Canford Estate 
was a once in a lifetime 
opportunity, and thanks 
to the HLF funding, gen¬ 
erous donations from the 
public, local businesses 
and funding from our 
partners, we can now de¬ 
velop an urban Living 
Landscape which is rich 
in wildlife, highly val¬ 
ued, enjoyed and nur- 
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tured by people. 

“We aim to provide 
high quality access net¬ 
works and interpretation, 
to allow everyone to 
learn about and experi¬ 
ence the stunning 
wildlife on their 
doorstep.” 

Dorset Wildlife Trust 
and its partners still need 
to raise £50,000 by the 
end of March to match 
the HLF grant and se¬ 
cure The Great Heath for 
generations to come.

Bottle wins Pub of the Year 


THE Bottle Inn at Marshwood has 
been named as the West Dorset 
branch of the Campaign for Real 
Ale (CAMRA) Pub of the Year. 

Built in 1585, in the times of 
Queen Elizabeth I, the thatched inn 
was voted the best pub in West 
Dorset by CAMRA members, com¬ 
ing top of the poll by a wide mar¬ 
gin. 

“The Bottle Inn is in many ways 
is the perfect English country pub, 
with a thatched roof and porch, an 
open fire and a splendid selection of 
six real ales,” said CAMRA 
spokesman Michel Hooper-Im- 
mins. 

“The judges were particularly im¬ 
pressed by the warmth of the wel¬ 
come from licensees Chrissy and 
Nigel Blake, as well as the high 
standard of their beers, several of 
which are sourced from less than 30 
miles away. 

“Running a pub is never easy and 
particularly in such an isolated lo¬ 
cation, but the licensees are attract¬ 
ing more and more local and 
passing trade with their friendly and 
relaxed ways.”

Nigel Blake was bom in Corn¬ 
wall, but grew-up in Weymouth. He 
ran bars in Tenerife for 15 years, 
meeting Sunderland-bom Chrissy 
on the island ten years ago. The 
couple decided to return to Dorset 
and searched for a pub to run. 

“Two years ago, we arrived at the 
closed Bottle Inn to find total 
decay,” recalls Mr Blake. 

“The porch had fallen in, but the 
pub had so much charm - it just felt 
right for us. We thought the Bottle 
had a lot of potential.” 

They had moved in by April 
2012 and were ready to reopen in 
August 2012. 

“We started with three real ales 
and worked up to six ever chang¬ 
ing beers - customers like the va¬ 
riety,” said Mr Blacke. 

All around the roof are pump 
clips of the various beers which 
have been dispensed through the 
six traditional handpumps. 

They also sell Belgian and Amer¬ 
ican bottled beer and a selection of 


ciders. 

“Chrissy and I are delighted and 
a little surprised to win the West 
Dorset Pub of the Year, having 
only been open for 19 months,” 
said Mr Blake. 

“We are becoming well known 
for our beers, so this accolade will 
do us a lot of good.” 

Famous for the annual nettle-eat¬ 
ing competition, the next on June 
7th, Chrissy is intending to make 
nettle soup to celebrate the event 
and the Mighty Hop brewery at 
Lyme Regis will make a special 
nettle beer for the occasion. 

The Bottle Inn goes on to the 
CAMRA Wessex Regional compe¬ 
tition, against 11 other pubs nomi¬ 
nated by branches in East Dorset, 
Hampshire, Wiltshire, the Isle of 
Wight and the Channel Islands. The 
Wessex winner goes into the na¬ 
tional finals.

“This award is really, a 
tribute to all the trustees 
and our fellow Rotarians 
from Chelwood Bridge, 
who have given their 
time, physical effort and 
various talents towards 
the team effort. It also 
recognises the army of 
volunteers who work for 
the benefit of others in 
sympathy with the core 
principle of Rotary Inter¬ 
national which is ‘Ser¬ 
vice above Self’. 

It was Boxing Day 
2004 when an earthquake 
off the coast of Sumatra, 
Indonesia triggered a 


tsunami in the Indian 
Ocean that hit coastal 
areas of countries from 
South East Asia to the In¬ 
dian sub-continent and 
Africa. 

It left 225,000 dead and 
millions homeless, with¬ 
out access to 
clean water. 

Rotary was 
one of the or¬ 
ganisations to 
which the 
public turned 
and through 
which donations in 
money and kind were 
made to be used for sur¬ 
vivors. 

For the next six months 
members of the Rotary 
Club of Chelwood 
Bridge in North East 
Somerset co-ordinated 


the Rotary response in 
District 1200 (Somerset, 
West Dorset and West 
Wiltshire). 

Rotarians worked with 
dozens of local volun¬ 
teers to fund and then 
pack 3,200 boxes of aid 
comprising 
water-purifi¬ 
cation kits 
and other es¬

help affected families. 
Hugo’s role was as unof¬ 
ficial team leader. 

The ‘tsunami opera¬ 
tion’ was reviewed in de¬ 
tail against its primary 
objective - to protect sur¬ 
vivors from water borne 
diseases.

This led to an apprecia¬ 
tion that the process 
needed to be streamlined 
so that the aid reached 
the people in the quickest 
possible time. 

In 2006 the Rotary 
Water Survival Box 
(WSB) was born - the 
water purification kit is 
the first priority and other 
essential items include a 
kitchen set, health and 
hygiene set, simple shel¬ 
ter and basic tools; other 
general household items 
with which to start to re¬ 
build the family’s life are 
also included. 

Seven senior members 
of the Rotary Club of 
Chelwood Bridge formed 
Worldwaterworks which 
was then approved as a 
registered charity. 

Hugo was appointed 
chairman by his fellow 
trustees and continued in 
that role until the end of 
2011, when he became 
Director of Operations. 

Seven-and-a-half years 
later the charity has con¬ 
verted more than £1 mil¬ 
lion in donations to some 
8,600 WSBs that have 
been sent by air to 32 dis¬ 
asters in 21 countries 
from Japan in the Far 
East, through South East 
Asia, the Indian sub-con¬ 


tinent, Africa, the 
Caribbean, to Central and 
South America. 

Our most recent opera¬ 
tion has resulted in a total 
of 800 WSBs being sent 
to the central Philippines 
following the devastation 
caused by Typhoon 
Haiyan. 

The boxes have been 
distributed to families 
most in need by Human¬ 
ity Fiirst (one of the char¬ 
ity’s international aid 
partners) and Worldwa¬ 
terworks is holding back 
a further 250 boxes ear¬ 
marked for the Philip¬ 
pines pending an updated 
needs assessment. 

Hugo retired as Assis¬ 
tant Chief Constable of 
Avon and Somerset Con¬ 
stabulary in 1995, at the 
end of a 37 year career in 
the police service. 

He first joined Rotary 
as a member of the Bath 
West club in 1978; fol¬ 
lowing a break due to 
work commitments, 
Hugo rejoined in 1990 as 
a member of the Chel¬ 
wood Bridge club, where 
he served as president in 
1997/98. 

He was made a Paul 
Harris Fellow in 2005.

3-D Print Demonstration 
at Dorset County Museum

HAWKS made the long journey to play league 
leaders Bridgwater C knowing that defeat 
would dent their own chances of promotion 
from Davis Wood South East 3..

The Hawks should have gone on to take 
maximum points following a series of surging 
runs down the right wing from Richard Puzey 
that set up a number of scoring opportuni¬ 
ties; however none of these could be con¬ 
verted. 

The visitors also missed a number of short 
corners as they increased the pressure on the 
hosts defence. 

These missed chances almost came back to 
haunt the West Dorset side as some late 
Bridgwater pressure and a series of short cor¬ 
ners nearly resulted in a winner for them, but 
some heroic last ditch defending and superb 
saves from keeper Lee Herrod secured a 
point. 

The result saw the other promotion rival 
ECV Hornets C move into second place on 
their own two points ahead following their 
narrow 1-0 victory over second bottom 
OPMB, but with seven games to go Hawks are 
still in with a chance after they extended their 
unbeaten run to 11 games.

Warrior defies conditions to land victory 


THE Happy Warrior defied horrific con¬ 
ditions at Exeter on Sunday to land his 
second victory, and continue the good 
run that has seen him placed in each of 
his last four races. 

The six-year-old ploughed through 
the ground which local trainer Bob 
Buckler described as "horrendous", to 
land the 2m3f BathwickTyres Handicap 
Hurdle for conditional jockeys' and al¬ 
most £4,500 owner Nick Elliott. 

Buckler continued: "The conditions 
were horrendous. 

"As it was an all hurdle card, the course 
got chewed up and progressively worse 
which meant the horses in the last race 
bumper were almost out on their feet." 

He was surprised that his horse had 


coped so well with the mud because he 
has shown a preference for decent 
ground. 

"He did very well considering the con¬ 
ditions and lobbed along well but was 
badly bumped on the final bend before 
two out; so much so it was the discus¬ 
sion of a stewards enquiry." 

Whether, as a result of it or not, he 
made a mistake at the second last and 
ended up almost doing the splits on 
landing which saw jockey Gary Derwin 
lose his stirrup briefly, but both recov¬ 
ered well and he went on to win com¬ 
fortably by 2 V 2 lengths. 

He will now go to Wincanton on Sat¬ 
urday or more likely wait until next 
week. 


By the time of the sixth race on the 
card, The Bathwick Tyres Barnstaple 
Handicap Hurdle over 2m7f, the ground 
was horrible, and Buckler's other runner 
Ballyegan did well to finish a valiant 
fifth, and pick up £164 for his owners. 

"He jumped well but just got stuck in 
the mud; the conditions were so excep¬ 
tional. He had a throat operation in the 
summer of 2012 and has recovered well 
from it, but the extremely testing con¬ 
ditions saw him choke a bit."

3G pitch not the answer for St Marys? 


THE abnormal weather's decimation of local 
football over the past two months has led to 
thoughts of the use of 3G pitches for lower level 
leagues.

Football Conference members recently re¬ 
jected by 21-11, a proposal by Sutton United, 
supported by DorchesterTown, to allow clubs in 
the Conference's three divisions to move away 
from traditional grass pitches. 

Several clubs in the lower regions of the foot¬ 
ball pyramid have switched from grass to a state 
of the art artificial surface which has meant no 
postponements and the opportunity to increase 
finances by renting it out. 

Bridport manager Trevor Senior said: "I don't 
think we would be much better off if we had the 
rain we have been having of late, and if it did get 
flooded I don't know how it would affect the 
pitch, and maybe lift the surface. 

"I think it is something that will come in for a 
number of smaller clubs at our level purely for 
financial reasons

Senior added:"lt is also useful for training and 
can bring in extra income for the clubs by hiring 
out. I don't think it will be long coming in; Keyn- 
sham and Winterbourne have both got them. 

"The surface is definitely better than the astro¬ 
turf which I have played on during my career. I 
played on the Preston and Oldham pitches a 
couple of times and there were others at Luton 
and Queen's Park Rangers. 

"There was no doubt there was an advantage 
for the home teams on those surfaces. We used 
to train at Bisham Abbey the week before to try 
and get used to its vagaries, but there was no 
doubt an advantage if you played on it regularly. 

However, it wasn't good for the joints if you 
played on it a lot because it was a firmer surface. 

"3G is definately a lot better. You can slide on 
it and you can wear studs, the only drawback we 
found on the Winterbourne pitch was that the 
ball didn't bounce on as much as we anticipated 
from long kicks. 

"There is mixed reaction from the players; 


some said they would play on it every week, but 
others weren't so positive. 

"The great thing about a grass pitch is you get 
every type of variation, and as a striker I used to 
enjoy a sodden surface as that's when mistakes 
were made and I used to pick up a few goals!" 

The cost would also be prohibitive for most 
clubs despite the chance of grants. 

The problem at St Mary's is the current 
drainage system which, when the river rises, pre¬ 
vents the hatches opening causing a backlog 
and flooding of the whole area. 

Raising the pitch to ensure it was not water¬ 
logged would be not only impractical but would 
not prevent the rest of the ground and the build¬ 
ings flooding.
